Sampol Slain. 

Early this morning, Aito Sampol, 
a former police sergeant reputed to 
be one of the most notorious killers 
in the force, committed suicide when 
cornered in a cafe at the corner of 
Carlos Tercero and Infanta streets. 

Sampol raced into the cafe, pur- 
sued by members of the A ; 
formerly a secret political organiza- 
tion opposed to the Machado regime 
who have defied the orders of the 
new authorities and continued their 
ruthless campaign for the extermina- 
tion of members of the porra, or 
“strong-arm squad” emploged by the 
former administration. 

He found all exits barred to his 
escape and, trapped, shot himself. 
Sampol first, however, in a blind rage 
shot and killed Jose Aguirre, a chauf- 
feur, who happened to come in range 
of his gun. Aguirre had nothing to 
do with the éffort to capture Sampo], 
but wés the victim of the scrgeant’s 
hysteria. Sampol then turned his 
weapon on himself, refusing to ask 
for succor or leniency. 

Students joining in the search for 
evidence of the Machado regime’s 
cruelty in suppressing opponents, re- 
ported the discovery of a human 
skeleton on the premises of the resi- 
dence occupied by Rafael Rull. a 
former secret policeman now held in 
principe for trial. 

Former Chief Held. 

Colonel Luis Delrosal, former chief 
of the Oriente military district, was 
arrested and held in Fort Cabana, 
outside Havana, on charges of mal- 
feasance. 

Leaders of the ABC and the De 
Cespedes administration sought to 
check the individual handling of these 
cases which is causing unrest in the 
Officials announced pos- 
session of ABC membership identi- 
fication papers would not serve as 
protection for anyone found violating 
the peace. 

United States Ambassador Welles, 
who has taken a leading part in 
mediating the political problems of 
Cuba, in a statement said: 

“In my judgment, it is absolutely 
essential that the government main- 
tain its guarantee of lives and prop- 
erty and individual rights, and see to 
it at all times that only legal meth- 
ods and civil tribunals shall judge 
and punish persons accused of as- 
sassinations or malversion of funds. 

“Security of the Cuban _ republic 
cannot be assured until public opin- 
ion insists that maintenance of order 
and punishment of the culprits be 
the business solely of the Cuban gov- 


ernment.” 

President De Cespedes and _ his 
family moved into the presidential 
palace, despite earlier protestations 
they intended to remain in their own 
residence, the chief executive going to 
the palace only to handle government 
work.

22d To Ratify Twenty- 
first Amendment. 


ST. LOUIS, Aug. 20.—(4)—Re- 
peal leaders, jubilant aver their 
smashing victory in Missouri, today 
announced formation of an organiza- 
tion to suggest regulatory laws for 
the sale and distribution of liquor in 
the state. 

More than 600,000 voters expressed 
their sentiment in yesterday’s repeal 
election, with a majority of more 
than 3 to 1 favoring abolition of the 
18th amendment. Unofficial reports 
from 3,449 of the state’s 4,104 pre- 
cinects showed 483,416 ballots for re- 
peal and 135,589 against. 

Co-operation of organized drys in 
the passing of possible liquor control 
laws and in the activities of any spe- 
cial legislative session which might 
be called was a matter of conjecture 
tonight. 

P. A. Tate, head of the state Anti- 
Saloon League, said prohibition lead- 
ers had not agreed upon a definite 
program.

BANKING SYSTEM 
REGAINS BALANCE 


First Official Report 
Since Holiday Shows 
Renewed Strength. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—(/)— 
The first report on the condition of 
the national banking system since the 
rpanic and holiday of March disclosed 
today it had emerged from the trou- 
blous period with renewed strength 
and had total resources of $20,860,- 


491,000 as of June 30. 

This figure, announced by J. F. T. 
O'Connor, comptroller of the currency. 
on the basis of the first bank call 
since last December, compared with 
total resources at the end of last 
year of $23,310,974,000. 

The December total was reported 
by 6,016 banks, however, while the 
June figure represented the assets of 
4,902 institutions. 

985 Unlicensed. 

At the end of June, 985 national 
banks were unlicensed and operating 
under restrictions or not at all. They 
had aggregate resources of $1,441,- 
(30,000, making a grand total for 
licensed and unlicensed institutions 
of $22,301,927,000 or a shrinkage of 
$999,047,000 in value and 129 in 
number.

Leading this drive, which is pat- 
terned after the Liberty loan cam- 
paigns, will be nationally known men 
and women, including Alfred 


Smith, John Rockefeller  Jr., 
Speaker Henry T. Rainey, Mrs. Emily 
Newell Blair, Ruth Bryan Owen, and 
Admiral Richard E. Byrd. 

A code of fair competition for the 
bituminous coal industry was being 
written tonight by the recovery ad- 
ministration, as new efforts to bring 
conflicting elements of the business 
together collapsed.

that could not be estimated tonight. 

Small fishing boats bore the brunt 
of the attack of waves and wind in a 
storm which survivors said bad not 
been equalled in years. Battered and 
worn, the craft reached harbor, hours 
after the crest of the storm with 
stories of hardships while coast 
guardsmen and others tried to check 
accurately on the number of missing. 

Three bodies have been recovered— 
those of Theodore Van Sant, 58, of 
this city, veteran skipper of the sail 
boat Ella; Harry R. Smith, of Cam- 
den, lost off the Longport inlet when 
the Anna M. of Ocean City, capsized, 
and the body of an unidentified man 
brought into Cape May harbor by 
Charles Curran, head of the Zion Oil 
Company, Philadelphia, who picked 
up the corpse and three children from 
wreckage while beati his way to- 
ward calmer waters off Cold Spring 
harbor, Cape May. 

o others were believed to be 
lost, but their bodies have not been 
recovered. They are Wilbur Lukens, 
of Philadelphia, many years keeper 
of the Philadelphia National league 
baseball park, and “Soph” Bruner, of 
Marmora, both of whom were aboard 
Bruner’s 18-foot craft.

While these gentlemen did not offi- 
cially designate the new worm as the 
screw worm, those familiar with the 
pest and its habits have so desig- 
nated it. ,

In no way, however, will the board 
undertake to interfere with the actual 
management of the college by the 
negro Baptists of Georgia.

MOULS@RIE, Ga., Aug. 20.—In 
the amount of tobacco sold, this has 
been one of the biggest weeks in the 
history of the Moultrie market, but 
the lower average price, as compared 
to last week, brought keen disap- 
pointment to the growérs as well as 
to the people generally throughout 
the belt. The trade claimed that leaf 
tobacco has not shown any drop in 
price, but that the average has been 
brought down by the appearance of 
grades which in the past have been 
bought for export. This year the ex- 
port demand is exceptionally low, due 
to tariffs in certain European coun- 
tries and the situation in China. 

It is estimated that the week’s 
average will be from 2 to 8 cents 
lower than it was last week. Even 
at this the price will be from two 
to three times as high as it was for 
the low grades a year ago. 

There is no thought of tobacco 
growing being abandoned in the state, 
as it has been given a permanent 
place in the farm program in this 
area, but the growers do believe that 
before the next planting season ar- 
rives the government will have done 
something that will make it possible 
to “get decent prices.”

Steel, Oil and Lumber 
Agreements Affect Many 
Workers. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—(UP) 
Steel, oil and Inmber will require au 
estimated 400,000 additional employes 
under codes signed by President 
Roosevelt in the busiest week-end 
since formation of the NRA. 

The steel code contains the custom- 
ary NRA provisions that employes 
shall have the right to organize and 
bargain collectively. No one is coim- 
pelled to join a company union. 

Hours of labor are fixed at a 40- 


hour-a-week average over a three- 
month period, with a maximum for! 
any one week of 48 hours and six | 
days. If on any date after November 
1, steel production reaches 60 per 
cent capacity, the S-hour day  Dde- 
comes effective for all except super- 
visory, technical and emergency em- 
ploves. 

Wages are unchanged in view of 
a 15 per cent general increase since 
July 1. The steel companies estimate 


40 cents an hour. The code is effec- 
tive for a 90-day trial period. Three 
NRA representatives, including Ad- 
ministrator Hugh Johnson, are to, have 
access to the records of the Iron anid 
Steel Institute and are to be allowed

Gandhi Taken to Hospital . 
As Fast Passes Fifth Day 


POONA, India, Aug, 20.—(4)—The 
condition of the Mahatma Gandhi 
from his self-imposed ordeal of fast- 
ing has grown so bad that he was 
removed this afternoon frém Yeroda 
jail to the eivil hospital, where fa- 
cilities for medical attention are bet- 
ter. 

Friends were extremely anxious 
about the mahatma’s increasing weak- 
ness on the fifth day of his present 
hunger strike. Until his removal 
from the prison Gandhi permitted 
only his private secretary, Mahadev 
Desai, to nurse him, flatly refusing 
offers of help from outside. Desai 
was arrested with Gandhi and others 
August 1 for civil disobedience. 

Gandhi meanwhile was adamant in 
refusing to accept the government's 
conditions under which it offered to 
release him for continuance of his 


campaign on behalf of the Indian un- 
touchable class. His fast was under- 
taken to obtain privileges which 
would enable him to carry on this 
work, 

It was believed an acute attack of 
kidney trouble caused the move to a 
hospital. A police squad escorted the 
mahatma’s ambulance and additional 
police were keeping a close guard on 
the hospital. 

Late tonight it was said that Gand- 
hi had not spoken or written since 
his removal to the hospital. 

From.a political viewpoint it was 
explained that the situation was un- 
changed, it being pointed out that 
the mahatma still was in custody, 
simply having been removed from 
the jail for medical attention as in 
all cases where hospital nursing is 
required.

INCOME TAX INEFFICIENCIES. 

Figures supplied subcommittees 
of the house and senate reveal that 
‘refunds on federal income tax pay- 
iments have reached the enormous 
‘figure of $1,440,000,000, totaling 
$190,000,000 in 1929 alone. 

Not only have taxpayers been de- 
prived for a long period of the use of 


'this huge sum of money, but much 


‘represents a net loss because of the 
time and expense required by the 
long-drawn-out litigation preceding 
the returns. 

The congressional committees are 
reported as giving serious attention 
to the inefficiencies and inequalities 
of this bunglesome tax system, with 
the view of presenting to congress 
at its next session a program of re- 
forms which would make its opera- 


tion more businesslike and more 
equitable. 

Either such action or the entire 
abandonment of the income tax sys- 
tem will be one of the vitally neces- 
sary tasks faced by the next con- 
gress. 

The present income tax set-up 
has been a signal failure both as a 
revenue producer and as a medium 
by which to distribute the tax bur- 
den evenly and fairly among the 
taxpayers. 

It reaches out and gets the little 
fellows but secures but little reve- 
nue for the government from the 
wealthy who are able to take ad- 
vantage of the loopholes in the law. 

Experience has shown that the 
higher the tax, the less are the re- 
turns from it. 

There is a growing sentiment thet 
the income tax system should be 


abandoned and some other type of 
taxation sought that will be more 
universal in its application, reaching 
rich and poor alike. 

The mass of the people are open- 
ly revolting against a system which 
offers ample avenues of escape for 
the man who deals ir millions, but 
reaches deep into the income of the 
man of moderate means. 

There are undoubtedly other 
types of taxation more fair and more 
universal in their application and 
congress should consider the situa- 
tion from that viewpoint.

BUSINESS GAINS: 


WAGES ADVANGE 


By HIRAM HERTELL. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—#)—Un- 
der the expanding wings of the blue 
eagle, business scored _ satisfactory 
progress last week, as employment 
and wages showed a continued up- 
ward trend. 


In a number of industries, how- 
ever, the delay in perfecting codes of 
fair competition has_ retarded the 
rate of activity. Widespread confi- 
'dence exists that such _ difficulties 
_will be adjusted satisfactorily even 
if a bit of discreet pressure has to 
'be applied here and there. 

The fact that this has already 
been necessary in some of 
“heavy industries,’ such as coal, 
and steel, has not lessened the de- 
sire of American business to do their 
part in the re-employment drive. 
Meanwhile, the NRA machinery is 
functioning more smoothly. 

Outside of fluctuations in security 
and commodity markets there has 
been an absence of the deep declines 
which business generally experiences 
in midsummer. Production outdis- 
tanced consumption some 40 per cent 
in the past two months, but inven- 
tories were so abnormally low that 
situation caused on particular 
alarm. 

Experienced observers point out, 
therefore, that the tapering off of 
production peaks, now in evidence, is 
a logical development. At the same 
time, the majority of industrial in- 
dices are still above the position oc- 
cupied in 1982 and 1931, and some 
are nearly parallel with the 1930 
trend, ° 


Steel Production Drops. 


Steel production last week, accord- 
ing to the magazine “Steel,” fell 3 
points fo 51 per cent of , capacity. 
Seasonal influences, adding to the 
inability of purchasers to determine 
what effect the codes will have on 
future costs and prices, held back 
new orders. But confidence in an 
early fall revival is still strong, now

COTTON ADVANCES 


0 10 20 POINTS 
IN WEEK'S TRADE 


By BERNARD S. 0’HARA. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—(P)—Cot- 
ton was pulled out of the slough of 
declining values last week by the 
sharp recovery in grain prices during 
the last half of the period. 

Up to midweek the market had 
continued its precipitate drop to 
levels about $18 a bale below the 
peak prices of July. The badly con- 
fused situation on the Chicago Board 
of Trade was held primarily respon- 
sible for much of the pressure on 
contracts, but it was also noted that 
traders who previously leaned to- 
ward the bull side, were giving more 
consideration to claims of large in- 
ventories of finished goods and re- 
putedly Yess favorable prospects for 
their rapid movement into consump- 
tion. 

On Thursday the market experi- 
enced a sudden rejuvenation, prices 
bounding ahead abeut $4 a bale. 
This movement had the earmarks of 
a celebration on the ability of the 
wheat market to keep its head above 
water after removal of the price peg 
on Wednesday. At the end of the 
week cotton futures were selling 50 
cents to a dollar a bale above the 
levels of August 12. 

Reports of a much reduced demand 
for cotton goods, generally favorable 
crop advices and the lingering influ- 
ence of the previous week’s govern- 
ment estimate, which was unexpect- 
edly bearish, doubtless were factors 
in the heavy selling which the mar- 
ket was called upon to absorb in the 
first few days of the week. 

Another wave of inflation talk, fol- 
lowing suggestions in Washington 
that the administration intended to 
adhere strictly to its program for 
higher commodity levels, helped to 
broaden the buying movement on 
which prices rebounded from the low 
territory of the downswing. 

Textile brokers reported that the 
week's business in gray goods was 
small. However, the apathy was not 
confined to buyers, as many of the 
mill agents were said to have with- 
drawn quotations. The trade heard 
of sales by second hands at some 
concessions from the market. With 
raw cotton prices at the low levels, 
some sales of 38 1-2-inch 64-60 print 
cloths were reported at 6 1-2 cente 
a yard, and 39-inch SO-squares at 
8 3-4 cents. These prices were raised
